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REVIEW  OF  BUSINESS  CONDITIONS  -  1961 


Albertans  in  the  last  two  decades ,  have  become  so  accustomed  to  annual 
increases  in  production  and  income  that  they  are  now  accepted  as  ordinary  and  in¬ 
evitable.  Accordingly,  1961  is  regarded  as  an  unspectacular  year  despite  the  fact 
that  the  various  major  industries  recorded  fairly  substantial  advances  over  i960. 
Partly,  this  is  explained  by  the  fact  that  a  given  year  tends  to  be  judged  as 
average  or  excellent  depending  on  whether  man-power  resources  were  at  all  surplus 
to  demand  or  were  being  utilized  to  the  maximum  possible  extent.  It  is  by  this 
latter  criterion  that  the  Alberta,  and  indeed  the  Canadian,  economy  has  compared  of 
late  less  favourably  than  with  the  early  1950's.  However,  the  diversification  and 
growth  of  industry,  the  broadening  of  the  economic  base,  the  increased  utilization 
of  resources,  the  increasing  consumer  incomes  and  expenditures  have  continued  with¬ 
out  interruption  or  faltering. 

In  1961,  the  value  of  mineral  production  rose  by  nearly  $70  million; 
manufacturer's  shipments  by  over  $50  million;  value  of  construction  work  performed 
by  over  $100  million;  farmer's  cash  income  from  major  sources  by  over  $20  million 
and  labour  income  by  over  $80  million.  Forestry  production  was  slightly  lower. 
Average  employment  was  higher  than  in  i960.  Retail  and  wholesale  sales  were  higher 
as  well,  and  give  promise  of  being  even  better  during  1962  now  that  the  gloomy 
economic  outlook  induced  by  prognosticators  in  i960  and  I96I  has  been  dissipated 
and  replaced  by  an  attitude  more  cheerful. 

AGRICULTURE: 

Farmer's  cash  income  exceeded  that  of  i960.  Income  from  livestock  was 
higher  by  $20.0  million;  from  grains  income  remained  on  a  par;  and  from  dairy  and 
poultry  products  rose  by  over  $1.8  and  $1.4  million  respectively.

The  drought  undoubtedly  lowered  grain  yields,  particularly  in  the  south 
eastern  parts  of  the  province.  As  farm  inventories  of  grains  were  adequate,  the 
effect  on  farm  income  was  not  immediate,  but  will  be  felt  over  later  years.  The 
drought  was  not  so  severe  as  to  cause  a  rush  to  dispose  of  livestock;  indeed  prices 
held  firm  or  became  even  firmer  as  the  year  progressed.  Marketings  of  cattle, 
calves  and  sheep  were  higher;  of  hogs  was  down  considerably  although  a  pickup  was 
in  evidence  as  the  year  ended.  Meat  prices  more  than  held  firm  through  the  year 
so  returns  were  consistently  higher. 

MINERALS: 

The  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  estimates  that  the  value  of  minerals 
produced  in  Alberta  rose  from  $395*3  million  in  i960  to  $463*7  million  in  1961. 

(See  table  on  p.  3») 

The  major  increases  in  production  and  value  were  recorded  by  crude 
petroleum,  up  $53  million,  natural  gas  and  liquid  hydrocarbons  each  up  over  $6 
million.  The  valuation  of  coal  produced  was  $1.5  million  lower  than  in  i960. 

Gas  production  and  sales  will  increase  very  substantially  during  1962:  the  Alberta 
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to  California  pipeline  was  completed  and  began  transport  of  gas  in  December  1961. 
Production  of  sulphur  and  of  natural  gas  by-products  will  increase  proportionately.

NOTE:  --  (*)  It  may  be  noted  that  these  figures  are  considerably  lower  than  in 
earlier  estimates. 

This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  method  of  computing  the  value  of  petroleum 
products  (primarily)  was  revised,  resulting  in  a  much  lower  ascribed  value.  An 
even  more  drastically  revised  method  will  be  used  in  computing  the  1961  valuation 
of  the  shipments  of  all  industries,  with  presently  unpredictable  effects  on  the  totals. 
However,  the  1959"60-6l  figures  in  the  above  table  are  compiled  on  comparable  basis. 
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Major  increases  were  recorded  by  the  meat  packing  plants,  and  by  the 
pipe  mills  in  the  iron  and  steel  industry.  The  sawmills  were  operating  on  a  reduced 
scale  in  the  early  (major  production)  months  of  1961  and  accordingly  the  only  sub¬ 
stantial  decline  was  shown  by  the  wood  products  industry. 

Several  major  new,  or  expansions  to  existing,  manufacturing  operations 
were  first  announced  during  1961.  These  include  food  processing  plants  valued  at 
$4.0  million;  paper  products  plants  at  $39*8  million;  petroleum  products  plants  at 
$11.6  million;  iron  and  steel  plants  at  $10.0  million  and  a  chemical  plant  at  $3*0 
million.  However,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  attached  listing,  the  year  was  more 
notable  for  the  spate  of  small  manufacturing  enterprises  started  throughout  the 
province.  This  in  itself  is  an  indication  of  the  manner  in  which  major  industries 
breed  further  ancillary  industries. 

CONSTRUCTION: 

It  was  estimated  that  the  value  of  construction  work  in  Alberta  during 
the  year  would  exceed  $927  million — up  from  the  $820  million  of  i960.  There  is 
every  indication  that  the  target  was  met  or  surpassed.  The  volume  of  starts  of 
residential  building  was  over  50  per  cent  higher;  pipeline  construction  work  was 
completed  on  schedule;  the  road  construction  programme  for  the  year  was  met  fully. 
There  was  a  spate  of  apartment  and  hotel  building. 

The  value  of  building  permits  issued  in  the  ten  cities  rose  by  over  10 
per  cent,  due  largely  to  the  recovery  of  Edmonton  from  a  dismal  record  in  i960. 

The  value  of  permits  issued  at  country  points  rose  by  nearly  30  per  cent.

Employment  in  the  industry  averaged  higher  than  in  i960.  A  much  more 
substantial  backlog  of  work  was  carried  over  the  1961-62  winter  building  season.

GENERAL: 


Generation  of  electricity  was  9*5  per  cent  higher  than  in  i960  at  3*751  million 
K.W.  Hours. 

Sawmilling  fell  off  drastically  in  the  early  (heavy  production)  months 
of  1961.  Although  there  was  a  resurgence  of  activity  over  the  winter  of  1961-62, 
lumber  production  for  1961  remained  at  a  level  less  than  two-thirds  that  of  recent 
years . 


Bank  debits  at  13 .9  per  cent  higher  than  in  i960  totalled  $16,010,292,000. 

The  number  of  visitors  to  the  National  Parks  rose  by  nearly  6  per  cent 
and  exceeded  2,000,000.

Retail  sales  rose  to  nearly  $1,385  million.  Sales  of  motor  vehicles  were 
down  $5.0  million  with  smaller  declines  in  sales  of  clothing,  hardware  and  furn¬ 
iture  stores.  Major  increases  were  shown  by  food  stores  ($12  million),  department 
stores  (up  $6  million)  and  building  material  dealers  (up  $3  million). 

EMPLOYMENT  AND  LABOUR: 

Non-agricultural  employment  was  higher  than  in  1957*  1958  or  i960,  but 
was  slightly  lower  than  the  record  set  in  1959*  The  Industrial  composite  for  the 
year  rose  to  153*8  from  153*3  in  i960.  In  Edmonton  the  figure  rose  from  184.8  to 
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l88.'7.  In  Calgary  it  rose  from  170.7  to  172.0.

The  main  decreases  are  expected  in  the  primary  industries  and  construction, 
and  in  the  utilities  sectors.  No  gas  or  oil  pipeline  networks  are  expected  in  1962 
to  compare  with  the  1961  programme:  hence  the  decrease  from  $215*7  million  to  $179*5 
million  in  the  utilities  sector.  These  decreases  are  of  course  also  reflected  in 
the  construction  industry  in  which  investment  decreased  from  $442.5  million  to 
$385.6  million. 
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LOCAL  CONDITIONS  AND  DEVELOPMENTS  --  (Compiled  from  reports  received  from  each  area) 

Reports  received  from  the  various  areas  of  the  province  indicate  a  gen¬ 
erally  bouyant  and  optimistic  attitude  throughout  the  province.  The  drought,  though 
severe  particularly  in  the  south,  was  not  unduly  depressing  in  impact  and  even  had 
beneficial  effects  such  as  improved  grades,  higher  prices  and  reduced  surpluses. 

The  resurgence  of  the  construction  industry  during  1961  raised  the  level  of  employ¬ 
ment,  and  of  course,  affected  favourably  retail  trade.  The  general  business  pick¬ 
up  apparently  began  about  mid-year  and  is  expected  to  continue  through  1962. 

CALGARY: 

Calgary  remained  among  the  main  construction  areas  of  the  province  with 
building  permits  in  the  metropolitan  area  valued  at  $75 »0  million.  Employment 
was  well  maintained  throughout  the  year.  The  success  of  the  national  oil  policy 
had  a  beneficial  psychological  effect.  Wholesale  trade  was  consistently  higher 
throughout  the  year;  and  retail  trade  was  well  maintained. 

EDMONTON : 

Edmonton  area  building  permits  were  valued  at  $9^*5  million,  substant¬ 
ially  higher  than  the  $72.0  of  i960.  General  employment  rose  and  was  well  main¬ 
tained  in  response  to  the  higher  level  of  construction.  With  the  completion  of 
several  new  plants  in  the  area  and  the  gradual  diversification  and  consolidation 
of  the  manufacturing  complex,  the  value  of  manufacturing  rose  to  new  heights. 

The  higher  level  of  retail  sales  is  expected  to  continue  into  1962.  Drought  was 
not  as  serious  a  factor  as  in  the  southern  part  of  the  province.  Both  livestock 
and  grain  sales  benefitted  from  the  firmer  prices,  and  farmer's  cash  income  was 
well  maintained. 

LETHBRIDGE: 

The  wheat  crop  for  southeastern  Alberta  was  about  one  half  of  the  long 
term  average,  but  yields  in  the  southwest  were  better  maintained.  Livestock 
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production  is  on  the  increase.  Retail  and  wholesale  trade  were  practically  on  a 
par  with  i960.  There  are  signs  that  the  cautiousness  of  the  buying  public  is  now 
relaxing  a  little  with  an  accompanying  upswing  in  purchasing.  New  manufacturing 
plants,  and  expansions  to  existing  plants,  gave  an  impetus  to  employment.  Construct 
ion  is  expected  to  increase  in  volume  in  1962  largely  because  of  a  substantial 
increase  in  public  buildings. 

LLOYDMINSTER : 

Crops  in  general  in  the  area  were  well  above  average  in  quality  and 
quantity;  feedstocks  are  in  good  supply  and  the  livestock  industry  is  in  excellent 
condition.  Retail  and  wholesale  trade  have  been  increasing  steadily  with  the 
enlargement  of  the  trading  area.  Construction  activity  in  the  region  has  con¬ 
tinued  at  a  relatively  high  rate.  Both  industrial  and  construction  labour  have 
had  a  better  than  average  run  of  employment.  Prospects  for  1962  appear  quite 
favourable . 

MEDICINE  HAT: 

Drought  seriously  affected  grain  yields  in  the  area;  the  proceeds  of 
cattle  sales  have  assisted  greatly  the  economy  of  the  community  but  there  has  been 
no  distress  selling  of  livestock.  As  a  reflection  of  the  reduced  farmer  buying 
power,  retail  and  wholesale  sales  slacked  off.  The  construction  industry  had  its 
third  largest  building  year.  Industrial  activity  was  well  maintained.  There  is 
little  reserve  subsoil  moisture  and  the  fortunes  of  the  grain  farmer  represent  the 
principal  question  mark  for  1962. 

RED  DEER: 

Crops  throughout  most  of  the  Red  Deer  area  were  good  despite  poor  moisture 
conditions.  There  was  a  considerable  upsurge  in  feed  lots.  Retailers  have  had  a 
very  good  year;  the  trading  area  of  the  city  has  been  "pushed  out"  a  considerable 


distance. 
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The  city  is  becoming  steadily  more  of  a  •wholesale  centre.  There  was  a 
steady  demand  for  labour  all  year.  The  construction  industry  had  its  second 
busiest  year  in  the  city  and  a  very  large  programme  of  major  construction  is  al¬ 
ready  lined  up  for  1962.  Three  new  residential  subdivisions  <,  and  a  new  industrial 
park  were  opened  during  the  year.
